The  Storm  and  the  Deliverance. 


BY  REV.  JAMES  MAPLE,  D.  D. 

Teat: — Acts  xxvii.  1:44. 

There  have  been  many  shipwrecks, 
of  thrilling  and  painful  interest  in 
which  hundreds  of  souls  have  perish- 
ed, but  none  have  become  so  famous 
as  this.  Of  no  other  has  so  much 
been  written.  No  portion  of  this 
book  has  received  so  much  attention 
as  this  from  friends  and  foes.  And 
where  there  are  so  many  circumstan- 
ces, of  personal  history,  geography, 
and  naval  affairs,  a  made  up  siory 
would  have  broken  down;  but  the 
closest  examination  sustains  tlie  ex" 
actness,  and  the  whole  scene  is  so 
vividly  b'-ought  before  us  that  we 
can  feel  that  the  writer  passed  through 
it.  Every  year  through  all  these 
centuries  storms  of  greater  or  lesser 
fury  have  swept  the  Adriatic,  and 
unnumbered  ships,  with  all  on  board, 
have  sunk  beyond  the  reach  of  tem- 
pests. There  may  hav6  been,  fi,r 
ought  we  know,  many  other  vessels 
wrecked  in  that  tremendous  gale;  but 
this  one,  whose  name  we  know  not, 
is  alone  historic,  and  not  a  single  life 
was  lost.  It  was  not  a  ship  of  the 
line  with  honored  guests,  but  simply 
a  ship  of  Alexandria,  and  its  cargo 
was  not  of  gold,  but  of  wheat,  and 
wheat  was  plenty.  Upon  that  stormy 
sea,  a  century  before,  the  great  Cesar 
warned  the  pilot:  "Steer  boldly: 
thou  carriest  Cesar  and  his  fortune." 
Tills  historic  ship  carried  Paul.  He 
had  born  noble  testimony  for  the 
truth  at  Jerusalem,  and  now  he  is  a 
fettered  prisoner  on  his  way  to  Rome 
to  be  tried  before  Cesar.  He  is 
guarded  by  a  company  of  Roman 
soldiers.  He  had  been  encouraged 
bv  a  glorious  vision  of  Christ.  This 
incident  in  the  life  of  Paul  teaches  u^ 
many  instructive  and  inspiring  les- 
sons. 

It  teaches  us  tliat  even  in  the 
strongest  and  roughest  paths  of  life 
Christians  are  under  'lod's  direction. 

This  truth  is  cl-ia'-ly  taught  in  the 
Bible  and  illustrated  in  the  lives  of 
His  people.  Isa.  41:10;  Ps.  1:^1:3; 
John  17:15;  1  Pet.  1:5. 

God  leads  His  people  by  His  spirit. 
(Rom.  8:14;  Gral.  5:18  )  He  prompts 
them  by  His  spirit  to  take  the  course 
that  He  would  have  them  go  He 
moves  them  t  i  certain  work.  A 
young  Hian  of  fine  native  talents  and 
education  was  ambitions  to  acquire 
wealtii  and  position  as  a  lawyer.  He 
threw  himself  into  the  work  with  all 
his  energy,  but  God  had  a  work  for 
him  to  do  as  a  minister;  and  He 
moved  him  to  it  by  His  spirit.  It  was 
a  hard  struggle,  but  he  could  find  no 
peace  of  mind  until  he  obeyed  the 
spirit  and  entered  the  work  of  the 
ministry. 


When  God  calls  a  man  to  a  certain 
work  He  takes  care  of  him  until  that 
work  is  done,  and  however  dark  the 
passages  he  may  be  called  to  pass 
through  he  is  under  the  divine  pro- 
tection. This  is  illustrated  in  the 
life  of  Joseph,  Daniel,  and  Paul. 
These  illustrious  men  passed  through 
many  gloomy  paths,  but  God  was 
with  them.  His  care  was  over  Jo- 
seph when  his  brethi-en  cast  him  into 
the  pit  and  left  him  there  to  die.  He 
watched  over  him  in  the  sad  journey 
as  a  slave  to  Egypt,  and  during  his 
long  imprisonment  His  arms  of  mercy 
were  around  him.  What  a  grand  il- 
lustration we  have  of  this  sublime 
and  soul  inspiring  truth  in  the  life  of 
Paul.  How  God  guided  and  protec- 
ted him  in  this  terrible  hour  when  all 
human  help  failed,  and  they  had  given 
up  in  despair.  Hg  who  guides  the 
storm  and  makes  it  work  His  will 
took  care  of  him. 

This  teaches  us  that  when  things 
appear  confused  and  dark  we  are  not 
to  give  up  in  despair,  but  to  calmly 
trust  in  God.  Thus  it  was  with 
Paul.  Tlie  darkness  was  dense,  the 
storm  was  terrible,  and  the  whole 
scene  was  appalling;  but  he  knew  in 
wliom  he  trusted,  and  was  not  afraid. 
(2  Tim.  1:12;  Deut.  33:27). 

Sometimes  we  come  to  dark  pas- 
sages in  the  journey  of  life,  and  all 
that  we  can  do  is  simply  to  triuit  in 
God;  but  there  we  are  safe.  A 
traveler  in  the  Alps  was  cliuibing  a 
precipice,  and  was  lured  on  by  the 
pleasures  of  tlie  exercise  and  the 
hope  cf  reaching  the  top;  but  did  not 
notice  that  the  patli  was  growing  nar- 
rower until  he  came  to  a  place  where 
he  could  ascend  no  farther.  Looking 
back  he  saw  that  he  could  not  leturn- 
To  attempt  it  was  certain  destruction. 
He  was  in  great  per'l.  He  had  only 
a  few  inches  to  stand  upon,  and  tliis 
mi|^ht  give  way  at  any  moment.  His 
strength  was  beginning  to  fail.  A 
friend  had  been  watching  him,  who 
saw  his  danger,  and  by  auotiier  route 
reached  the  summit  of  tlie  rock  and 
lowered  a  rope.  What  must  he  do? 
Trust  the  faithfulness  of  the  friend 
and  the  rope's  strength,  or  periih. 
He  grasped  the  rope,  and  was  drawn 
up  in  safety.  He  trusted  his  friend, 
and  obeyed  his  directions.  Thus  in 
all  the  dark  passages  of  life  let  us 
trust  the  promises  of  Christ,  and 
obey  His  commands.  Then  shall  we 
be  saved. 

'•God  moves  in  a  mysteri  us  way 
His  wonders  to  perform" 

The  meaning  of  one  of  the  Hebrew 
words  used  for  trust  is  "to  cling." 
It  is  the  word  used  for  the  child 
clinging  to  its  mother's  breast.  This 
is  a  beautiful  idea,  and  clearly  illus- 
trates the  Christian's  trust  in  Christ. 
'Sad  and  weary  with  my  lonii-iuif, 
Filled  with  sliame  l)ecause  of  sin; 
As  I  am  in  conscious  wealcness, 


Here  I  would  salvation  win. 
\!1  I  liave  I  leave  for  Jesus, 
I  am  counting  it  but  dross, 
I  am  comintr  to  the  Matter, 
I  ara  cliugins:  to  ihe  cross; 
Clioging,  clinging,  clinging,  to  the  cross  " 

God  furnishes  his  children  precious 
help.  He  sees  that  they  are  protec- 
ted and  provided  for.  Paul  was  not 
left  to  himself  in  this;  dark  hour  of 
trial.  He  had  the  conscious  presence 
of  Christ  with  him.  This  was  an  in- 
spiration, for  he  knew  that  he  had 
the  power  to  control  the  storm  and 
make  it  work  his  will.  He  doubtless 
remembered  how  he  had  stilled  the 
tempest  on  the  sea  of  Galilee,  and 
saved  the  disciples  from  a  watery 
grave.  He  believed  that  he  could 
do  this  still.  This  thought  lifted  him 
above  all  fear,  and  inspired  his  soul 
with  the  spirit  of  calmness.  There  is 
something  in  the  thought  of  being  sur- 
rounded, even  here  on  earth,  by  the 
divini^  majesty  of  Christ,  that  gives  a 
peculiar  elevation  and  security  of 
soul.  I  may  be  poor,  neglected,  for- 
saken, and  persecuted;  but  1  know 
that  Christ  is  with  me,  that  my  most 
secret  prayers  will  be  heard,  and  that 
He  will  take  care  of  me.    Isa.  41 :10. 

An  angel  was  with  Paul,  and  com- 
forted him.  This  angel  was  sent  for 
this  special  purpose.  This  was  an 
evidence  of  God's  special  love  and 
care  for  him. 

(xod  also  provided  him  with  Chris- 
tian companions— Luke  and  Aristar- 
chus.  Aristarchus  is  mentioned  as 
Paul's  companion  in  travel  in  chapter 
12 :29.  Here  he  was  vvith  him  not  a*'  a 
prisoner,  but  as  a  voluntary  compan- 
ion, and  to  enjoy  the  benefit  of  liis 
society  and  friend.'ship.  He  went 
with  him  to  Rome  (Col.  4:10;  Phil- 
emon 24.)  It  was  a  great  blessing  to 
Paul  t')  have  two  such  friends  wish  him 
as  Luke  and  Aristarchus,  and  it  shows 
their  great  love  and  affection  for  him 
that  they  were  not  ashamed  of  his 
bonds,  but  willingly  shared  his  dan- 
gers, and  exposed  themselves  to  great 
peril  for  the  sake  of  his  company. 
There  is  great  comfort  and  encour- 
agement in  the  society  of  kindred 
spirits. 

God  inclined  a  man  of  the  world 
to  befriend  him.  He  made  the  cen- 
turian  his  friend,  and  when  the  sol- 
diers would  have  murdered  him  and 
the  other  prisoners  he  prevented  them ; 
for  he  was  anxious  to  save  him.  In 
looking  back  over  the  history  of  the 
church  it  is  interesting  and  encourag- 
ing to  see  how  wonderfully  God  has 
used  men  of  the  world  to  befriend  his 
children.  He  was  with  Joseph  when 
he  was  in  prison  in  Egypt,  and  gave 
him  favour  with  the  jailor.  (Gen. 
39:20-23.)  He  made  "the  prince  of 
the  eunuchs"  the  friend,  and  protec- 
tor of  young  Daniel.  (Dan.  1 :3-21.) 
Under  the  Romat  empire  a  Christian 
mother  was  condemned  to  be  strangled 
and  committed  to.  the  jailor  for  this 


purpose;  but  he  was  so  struck  with  a 
sense  of  guilt  that  he  could  not  mus- 
ter courage  to  strangle  her,  and  left 
her  in  prison  to  starve  to  death. 
Many  days  passed,  but  she  still  lived. 
Wondering  at  this  he  investigated  the 
matter,  and  found  that  iier  daughter 
whom  he  had  allowed  to  visit  her,, 
nourished  her  with  her  own  milk. 
Amazed  at  this  tender  and  ingenious 
artifice,  he  related  it  to  the  triumvir, 
and  the  triumvir  to  the  pretor,  who 
brought  it  before  the  people.  This 
produced  the  happiest  effect ;  they 
were  pardoned,  and  the  mother  and 
daughter  were  ever  after  maintained 
at  the  expense  of  the  public  A  tem- 
ple was  erected  near  the  prison  to 
their  memory. 

The  God  who  delivered  Paul  is  our 
God,  and  he  has  the  same  care  and 
love  for  us.  We  are  apt  to  loose 
sight  of  this  grand  fact,  and  become 
discouraged  in  the  hour  of  danger. 
The  living  God  wlio  provided  for  and 
protected  Elijah  is  the  living  God 
still.  It  is  important  tiiat  we  realize 
this  fact^,  and  ket-p  it  ever  bef-ip,  the 
mind.  It  was  thin  that 
Moses  amid  all  his  trials  (H 
When  th(>  Ville  du  Harve  wc^ 
at  sea,  and  many  perished  the;  vf 
on  boHrd  a  Christian  mother  am,  ^^ 
little  girl  They  were  deeply  mv. .  yi^^- 
but  the  little  girl  was  calm  and  >* 
to  her  mother.  "Don't  be  frighte^lf  , 
mauniui  and  Helen.  It  will  only  be 
a  moment's  struggle  and  then  we 
will  be  in  heaven  togetlier."  What  a 
blessing  is  sucli  a  failh  in  the  hour  of 
danger. 

God  has  ordained  means  to  ends, 
and  to  secure  the  end  we  umst  use 
the  means. 

God  promised  Paul  Miat  all  on 
board  should  be  saved.  This  promise 
did  not  exclude  the  use  of  tiie  nece.s- 
sary  means.  This  promise  of  deliv- 
erance included  tlie  ..se  of  the  means 
in  their  power.  Tiie  means  were  de- 
termined as  well  as  the  end,  and  to 
secure  the  the  end  ihey  nnist  use  the 
means.  Ti  is  is  (lod's  plan  of  work- 
ing, lit  iiMs  promised  the  husband- 
man a  harvest  of  gram,  but  he  has 
appointed  certain  meaui  to  secure  it; 
and  these  must  be  employed  or  no 
harvest  will  come.  Thus  Paul  and 
those  with  him  must  use  the  means 
within  their  hands  or  peri-di.  They 
were  free  to  act.  They  could  remain 
on  the  ship,  or  leave  it  just  as  they 
chose  When  the  ship  struck  on  the 
sand  bar  and  went  to  pieces  those 
who  could  swim  must  do  so,  and  those 
who  could  not  must  use  planks  and 
and  pieces  of  timber  to  float  them  to 
shore,  or  all  nuisf  perish.  Ihe  same 
is  true  of  our  salvation.  God  has 
promised  eternal  salvaiion  to  man, 
and  he  has  appointed  the  means 
through  which  it  is  to  be  secured. 
The  means  must  be  used,  or  we  will 
most  certainly  perish.    We  must  re-

God  lias  a  plan  in  tiie  salvation  of 
man.  This  is  clearly  stated  in  the 
s.-riptures  (John  4:14;  Tim.  1:  5.) 
'i'he  accoiriplislunent  of  tiiin  plan  in 
the  sahation  of  flie  sinner  is  connect- 
ed with  iuunan  ajjency.  There  is  a 
spiiere  in  wbicli  God  works  alone,  in 
the  forming  of  the  plan,  and  providing 
the  means  of  saK'ation.

During  the  mid  lie.  ages  men  sought 
long  iW'A  (iiligenily  for  a  certain  im 
aginary  substance  known  as  the 
l^uilosopher's  Stone,  hy  the  aid  of 
which  they  expected  to  be  able  t  i 
change  t  le  ha.-^er  metals  into  tlie 
noljlc,  mi'tal  gold,  and  thus  each  man 
expecied  to  a.ld  largely  to  his  rii-hcs. 
Very  forluuately  for  the  world  this 
transmutation  was  never  maile  lint 
to-day  we  are  called  upon  to  make  a 
much  moie  Useful  irausmulalion  than 
ibis  ever  could  liave  been  We  are 
a<ked  not  to  change  worthless  articles 
into  riches,  but  to  change  our  riches 
into  wealth.  "And  what  can  be  the 
object  of  such  a  change  'i"  the  re  id- 
er  may  ask,  and  perhaps  you  m  iy 
think  it  would  be  nothing  more  than 
a  change  of  names.  However,  notice 
carefully  the  reading  of  the  following 
verses. 

"But  woe  unto  yon  that  are  rmli,  I 
for  you  have  received  your  consola- 
1  ion . ' ' 

"And  the  cares  of  this  world,  and 
the  deceitf a'neH'i  and  rich  a,  and  the 
lusts  of  other  thing-i  entering  in  choke 
the  word,  and  it  becometh  untruth- 
ful." 


to  the  kingdom  of  (bid!" 

Now  was  it  owing  merely  to  the 
laziness  of  the  transl,it(n-  that  the  rich 
were  denied  God's  kingdom,  while 
the  wealthy,  for  all  that  is  said  to 
the  contrary,  were  pei'nutted  toenter 
therein?  (_)r,  did  there  at  the  time 
the  translation  was  made,  exist  a 
real  distinction  between  these  two 
classes  of  people  wliicli  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  to  the  ordinary  observer  at 
least,  has  become  invisible? 

Etomologists  tell  ns  that  whereas 
the  word  rich  has  always  been  ap- 
plied to  persons  having  large  materi- 
al possessions,  the  word  wealthy  was 
orginally  applied  only  to  the  well,  or 
the  prosperous,  and  in  the  science  of 
political  economy  it  is  still  used  with 
1-1  uch  of  its  primitive  r.  eaning.  . 

For  political  economists  teach  that 
the  value  of   any   article  depends 
principally  upon  two  things.  First, 
the  labor   necessary  to  acquire  it. 
Second,    the  utility   of   the  article 
when  ■  acquired.    Or  letting  ,r  equal 
the  la'  or  of  acqnireuient  ami  y  the 
utility,  the  \';ilue  of  any  thing  may 
be  represented  by  the  algebraic  ex- 
pression ,)'//,  in  which  if  either  ,<  or  i/ 
beicime  zero  the  wh(de  expression  re- 
duces to  utility.    Ami  again  the  po 
litical  economist    infornis  ns  that 
wealth  is  t  lie  possession  of  valuable 
articles.     Now  mark  yoii,  of  valuahle 
articles.    'I'liat  is,  articles  which  be- 
sides the  .!■  factin-  of  labor  have  also 
the  .//  factor  titility,  and   by  this  we 
must  not  mean   tiiat  they  have  been 
Useful  in  ti.e  past,-  or  may  he  in  the 
future,  or  might   be  useful  to  some 
other  person  under  sligh  ly  ditt'ert'iit 
conditions,   iiut  that  they  are  now 
useful    full  iif    u.se  -to    the  xjerson 
possessing  them. 
1     Now   who  is  it  that  can  till  his 
jiossessions  full  of  use  and  so  mak(' 
j  theoi  i.seful.     Can    tliei.liot  ;ind  ihi^ 
invalid,  or  oidy  1  be  wise,  ami  the  well, 
be  wealthy  ?     "AMiich  is  the  well  and 
prospcious  man,  the  miscr,  seliisbly 
iiuaidiiig  bis  millions  in  an  iron  sale, 
ol'  lilt'  capilalibl  filling  his  niiilion  full 
of  use  ?    'J'he  labor  required  t<j  pro- 
duce the  i:dser's  million  may  have 
been  just  as  great  as  that  required  to 
produce  the  capitalist's-  the  .c  i'act(n-s 
may  be  eqmd — but  hy  keeping  jhis 
loid^ed  up  in   the  iron  s.'ife  the  miser 
reduces  his  factor  y  to  zero,  and  .r 
time  zero  will  always  give  zero  for 
the  miser's  wealth  though  he  m;iy  be 
as  I'ich  as  Cicesus. 


The  poor  farmer,  though  he  may 
have  bi\t  a  lew  acres  to  cultivate,  if 
lie  tends  carefully  to  these  is  infinite 
ly  more  wealthy — and  1  mean  it  Tit- 
crally  — than  the  rea.l  estate  speculat- 
or who  may  be  holding  millions  of 
acre.'*  from  cultivation  m  expectation 
of  an  increase  in  their  price,  (Jf 


course  the  speculator's  factor  .c  nia,y 
be  much  greater  ib,,n  the  farmoi's, 
but  if  hi-',  multiply  it  by  zero  he  gets 
zero  tor  his  wealth,  while  ibe  farmer, 
muhiplyiiig  by  ->.  Unite  quantity, 
tliougli  his  .('  may  be  \  ery  small,  ob- 
tains a  hnile  quaiuity  as  a  result. 

A  man  may  be  ignorant,  selli.sli, 
and  sickly,  and  yet  po.-.se,:>s  great 
liciies,  but;  only  liiewi.^e,  the  uuscl- 
tisli,  and  the  heallliy  can  have  any 
very  great  amount  of  wealth  One 
must  be  wise,  or  attempts  to  utilize 
one's  possessions  will  result  in  their 
tlestr.iction.  v)ae  must  be  uiisellisb, 
lor  nothing  can  be  rigl  tly  used  with- 
out benetitting  e\eryone.  If  the 
miser  put  his  gold  into  circuhuimi, 
exchange  will  be  stimulated.  If  ti.e 
real  estate  speculator  biing  his  land 
under  cultivation  bread  will  be 
cheaper,  and  finally  (Uie  must  have 
iiealtii,  tor  only  the  well  man  will  be 
able  to  so  coustanily  watch  his  pos- 
se.ssions  as  to  keep  everything  in  use 
"But  of  whaf  good,"  you  may  say, 
"is  all  this  to  the  majority  of  us!  It 
is  V.  eil  enoagh  to  urge  the  miser  and 
the  leal  estate  speculator  to  increase 
their  muliipller  of  uiibty,  for  they 
have  a  good  large  multiplicand.  But 
ivhat  use  can  it  be  lo  Ibe  majin'J.y  of 
us  to  develop  more  y  when  we  ii.ive 
no     to  be  nuiliiplied  by  it?" 

Is  this  the  case,  however?  The 
mere  fact  that  you  are  liviiigvind  able 
to  ;irtk  the  q.iestion  shows  that  you 
iia\e  abeaUy  cohsumed  no  small 
amount  of  foiid  for  the  development 
(if  J  our  body,  lias  ibis  lood  been 
produced  without  any  labor?  And 
coiisequeiuly  is  you.-  pos&essimi  of 
mere  physical  stiengih  valueli\-s  be- 
cause ii  lias  rL'quired  no  effort  on  tlie 
p  in  ot  anyone  for  lis  growth;'  Yet, 
i.e.sides  iliis  most  ol  us  possess  a 
small  nuiiibrr,  at  least,  of  liiental 
ai  q  lii  ements  iia\e  tlie.-e  been 
de-i-ioped  \vithout  tlie  least  bit  of 
i-xeiriim?  It  not,  we  all  possess  a 
considerabl;'  (luaniity  ot  the  factor  .c, 
ai.d  if  we  ai  e  iiat  Wt'aitiiy  it  is  only 
because  we  h  .ve  been  multiplying  it 
by  a  ij  dangerously  near  zero, 
iicsiiles,  this  lactor  ij  this  capability 
lo  use  1  lungs  is  t.y  far  the  most  im 
pMrtant  facior  in  \ve.ilih.  .Altliougb 
algebraically  it  makes  no  dift'ereiice 
w  he  I  her  we  inci  ease  ^'  or  y  ;  in  imlii  i- 
cal  economy  it  iiiake.s  a  great  ile.d  ot 
dil'i'ei  ence..  If  a  ru'.d  railro.id  should 
ciraw  the  population  to  another  state, 
than  that  in  which  the  speculator's 
land  lies,  the  numerical  value  of  his.c 
as  a  iniilti[)licand  would  be  very 
greatly  diminished;  while  the  skillful 
larmer  can  Use  Ins //  as  a  mubipHer 
1  in  any  state,  and  it  is  niucli  easier 
traiisporled.

Encour.-igeiiieiit  comes  to  ns  on 
ev(  ry  h.and  in  this  work  of  missions. 
\^'e  are  told  tli.at  "it  costs  .about  one 
thousand  dollars  to  make  a  single  cini- 
vert  in  heathendom,  and  that  ;ii  the 
present  rato  of  progiess  it  will  take 
two  hundred  thoiisjuid  years  to  con- 
vert the  world"  ()iir  informant 
further  says  that  this  would  be  (rue 
if  (Mir  convert  were  a  dead  one,  but 
as  it  i-i,  be  is  a  li\  ing,  acting  iiitiii- 
ence  for  the  cause,  and  that  iminy 
adult  converts,  with  their  families, 
are  scattered  over  all  (he  heathen 
world  and  represe'il  a  force  w  hose 
power,  outside  of  help  from  abroad, 
cannot  be  estimated 

It  seems  that  the  oiil-'  tiling  over 
vvliich  we  have  cause  for  encourage- 
ment, is  the  lack  of  entlitisiasm  and 
a  lack  of  the  spiiit  id'  niissioiu.  If 
enthusiamis  the  one  thing  needful, 
let  us  get  a  good  supply  of  that,  and 
go  to  woi'k.  If  we  merely  stop  to 
think,  hrst,  of  what  h;is  been  done, 
of  the  opportunities  for  doing,  and 
then  of  what  so  miicli  needs  lo  be 
done,  liow  can  we  liel[i  being  enthus- 
iastic ? 

We,  as  a  denomination,  are  espe- 
cially fortunate  in  that  our  missioiis 
and  forces  are  in  .he  land  which  is 
more  white  for  ilii^  h,ar\est  than  any 
other.  Not  that  there  is  any  greate'' 
need  there,  but  the  way  has  been 
more  prepared  for  us  in  d  ip  in  than 
in  any  other  tieM.  Tii  a  sce:ns 
strange,  wdien  so  fi'\v  slnri  yiMrsa.zo 
missionaries  were,  forbid  b'.ii  to  .  nter 
t  ie  portals  of  tlui  country,  .n  d  .in 
edict  was  issuiid  like  this:  "So  long 
as  the  sun  shall  w.irm  the  earth,  let 
no  Christian  be  so  bold  as  to  enter 
Japan;  and  let  all  know  bat  tlui 
kingofSp  iin  himself,  or  the  Chris- 
tian's God,  or  the  great  tioil  of  all, 
if  be  \  iolates  this  romm.and,  shall  pay 
for  it  with  his  head."  Think  of  it  1 
Nevertliless,  it  is  true  that  to-day 
-Japan  is  anxious  and  willing  to  be 
converted.  And  are  we.  willingand 
anxious  to  do  our  share  of  this  work  ? 

Five  ye.irs  ago  last  June  a  juvenile 
missionary  society  was  started  in  our 
chui-ch  (  Broad  Street,  l*ro\  idence,  U. 
1.),  the  first  of  iis  kind  m  the  denom- 
ination. It  was  organized  wd  h  very 
few  member-!,  and  (lach  was  exiiecl- 
ed  to  pay  one.  cent  ])cr  week.  Two 
or  three  of  the  ladies  look  it  in  charge , 
and  a  constitution  was  framed.  The 
society  at  first  met  every  Saturday 
afternoon  in  the  vestry  of'the  church. 
At  one  of  the  fir,;t  meetings  a 'lamo 
was  chosen    for    the   society.  'JMie 
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name  of  "Glad  Gleaners"  was  the 
one  which  received  the  most  votes, 
and  as  we  told  our  friends  at  home, 
we  were  gleaners  for  Christ  in  his 
vineyard,  and  all  oar  little  gleanings 
were  to  be  devoted  to  the  help  of  the 
poor  children  living  in  heathen  dark- 
ness; glad  to  be  counted  worthy  of 
work  for  the  Master,  and  that  our 
work,  if  faithfully  done,  will  be  prec- 
ious in  his  sight,  though  it  is  but  lit- 
tle. This  very  fitting  appellation  has 
been  adotped  as  the  name  of  all  the 
societies,  except  the  women's,  in  the 
denomination. 

Then  some  little  time  afterwards, 
a  badge  was  designed  in  consideration 
of  the  name.  Jt  comprises  a  circle 
of  red  enamel,  with  a  sheaf  of  wheat 
in  gilt  in  the  middle.  Around  the 
red  ig  atorder  of  blue  enamel,  with 
the  letters  in  gilt,  G.  G.  F.  M.  S. 
(Glad  Gleaners  Foreign  Missionary 
Society),  making  a  catch-pin  of  about 
three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 
These  were  sold  to  our  members  at 
ten  cents  each.  To  some  this  badge 
lent  added  importance  to  member- 
ship in  the  society,  and  these  small 
things  count  much  when  we  are  look- 
ing for  the  aid  and  interest  oi  the 
little  ones.  Everything  that  v.  ill  en- 
hance the  prospect  of  joining  the 
society  is  of  use. 

In  the  first  days  of  the  society, 
when  its,  meetings  were  held  every 
week,  the  penny  collections  were 
taken  then,  but  afterwards  we  saw 
the  advisability  of  convening  once 
only  in  two  weeks,  and  then  this 
matter  of  the  dues  became  confused 
sometimes  in  the  case  of  small  chil- 
dren. The  use  of  mite-boxes  was 
then  adopted.  They  were  secured 
at  small  cost,  and  distiibuted  to  the 
members.  These  are  expected  to  be 
brought  in  every  quarter,  with  at 
least  thirteen  cents  in  each,  and  as 
much  more  as  the  holder  chooses  to 
give.  'J'he  mite- box  system  is  worthy 
of  the  highest  reconnneudation,  as  we 
have  pr(>ved. 

Both  boys  and  girls  are  admitted, 
and  1  may  say,  young  men  and  young 
women,  for  it  is  not  entirely  a  juv- 
enile society.  ]n  fact,  the  ages  range 
aiiywhere  from  three  months  up. 
Yes,  the  babies  are  invited  to  join, 
and  it  seems  to  me  a  good  idea  to 
educate  the  little  ones  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  a  missionary  spirit.  They 
will  invariably  be  interested,  and  the 
habit  of  giving,  acquired  in  their 
early  days,  will  remain  with  them, 
and  always  supposing  they  live  in 
Christian  families,  or,  at  least,  pos- 
sess a  child  s  love  for  Christ  as  titey 
grow,  they  will  be  infiuenced  in  a 
way  that  will  afterwards  assert  it- 
self. 

Our  ineetings  are  held  fortnightly, 
or  ra.her,  on  the  first,  third,  and  fifth 
Saturdays.  The  boys  do  not  attend 
these  ineetings,  but  are  regarded  as 


honorary  members.  At  these  meet- 
ings a  piece  of  work  is  furnished  by 
the  society  for  each  girl,  all  our  en- 
deavors tending  toward  a  sale  which, 
so  far,  we  have  held  a  week  or  two 
before  Christmas. 

Then  it  is  our  plan  to  give  every 
member,  as  far  as  possible,  something 
to  do.  There  is  where  our  boys  come 
in  tor  a  share  of  the  work  (and  at 
socials  and  entertainments,  indispens- 
able to  any  society).  As  the  time 
for  the  sale  approaches,  the  members 
have  some  home  work  they  are  pre- 
paring for  it,  something  besides  what 
each  does  at  the  meetings,  and  every 
one  also  asks  all  her  friends  to  make 
something  for  it.  Our  president  has 
had  some  correspondence  with  the 
missionaries,  and  we  have  been  en- 
abled to  send  articles  to  them  to  help 
them  in  their  work,  such  as  pictures 
from  the  infant  room,  illustrating  tiie 
Sabbath  school  lessons.  Small  sums 
can  be  sent  direct  to  them  for  tracts 
and  many  things  they  need,  and  in 
such  ways  as  that  the  work  is  made 
aiore  real  to  us. 

I  hope  that  soon  there  will  be  so 
many  societies  that  individual  letters 
to  them  from  the  missionaries  will  be 
impossible,  and  we  shall  have  to  have 
a  general  corresponding  secretary  for 
that  purpose. 

Our  quarterly  meetings,  as  we  call 
them,  1  hiive  n  jt  mentioned.  Then 
the  notice  is  given  that  all  the  mem- 
bers are  requested  to  be  present  with 
their  mite-boxes.  The  roll  is  called, 
and  each  brings  his  box  to  the  desk, 
and  a  short  missionary  entertainu ent 
is  provided.  In  case  of  a  mixed  so- 
ciety like  this,  it  is  a  good  plan  to 
have  two  meetings,  one  in  the  day 
time  and  'one  in  the  evening,  the 
latter  for  the  older  ones  and  those 
who  cannot  attend  ^it  any  other  time. 

These  efforts  seem  and  are  small, 
and  how  easily  they  can  be  made! 
And  yet  if  united  work  is  done,  if 
societies  C(ndd  be  formed  in  all  our 
churches,  the  lack  of  money  would 
not  have  to  be  lamented  For  in- 
stance: Besides  doing  a  little  home 
missionary  work  by  giving  the  church 
a  small  sum,  besides  sending  some 
money  direct  to  Japan,  the  society 
has  given  fifty  dollars  annually  to  the 
Woman's  Board,  which  sum  is  twice 
as  much  as  the  annual  church  collec- 
tion for  missions.  This  was  done  by 
tlfe  younger  society  alone,  and  the 
women's  society  has  also  sent  the  like 
amount. 

It  ii  natural  to  suppose  that  a  so- 
ciety of  people  stimulated  by  a  mis- 
sionary spirit  during  the  entire  year 
could  accomplish  more  than  one  or 
two  missionary  sermons  a  year.  If 
these  results  have  been  obtained  in  a 
small  society  in  a  small  church,  and 
we  ought  and  expect  to  do  more, 
then  wiiy  not  all  unite  to  more  than 
double  the  missionary  funds?  Thhik 


what  a  field  there  is  for  us!  Can  we 
be  excused  from  this  work  when  the 
path  has  been  opened  for  us  so 
plainly? 


From  Japan. 

"The  dreaiTiev  has  awukened, 
And  thi  light  of!  utVid.iwned  upon  him." 

A  few  weeks  since  I  was  called 
upon  by  two  joung  men  who  an- 
nounced their  purpose  to  be  Chris- 
tians, and  asked  me  to  baptize  them. 
I  had  known  them  for  sometime,  but 
1  doubted  tlieir  preparation,  and  so 
asked  them  to  meet  me  in  a  proba- 
tioner's class  for  instruction.  On  the 
evening  appointed  they  came,  bring- 
ing another  young  man  with  them. 
One  was  tlie  Secretary  of  the  Gov- 
ernment Branch  Naval  Station  here, 
another  a  telegraph  operator  and  the 
tliird  a  merchanl's  clerk.  During 
the  evening,  after  1  had  explained  to 
them  the  nature  of  baptism,  its 
solemnity  and  what  is  required  and 
expected  of  those  who  receive  it,  one 
of  them,  thj  secretary  of  the  Naval 
Station,  asked  permission  to  talk  for 
20  minutes,  stating  that  he  desired  to 
relate  his  experience.  I  readily 
granted  him  the  time,  being  desirous 
of  hearing  it.  He  spoke  at  some 
lei]gth  and  ga/e  me  an  experience 
so  interesting  that  1  asked  him  to 
write  it  out  for  me.  lie  kindly  did 
so  and  my  teacher  made  an  exact 
translation  of  it,  which  1  send  here- 
with. It  is  interesting,,  as  it  shows 
the  gradual  advance  of  a  soul  irom 
the  bondage  and  darkness  of  heatiiien 
morality  into  a  state  of  conviclio"!  of 
sin  ami  the  n<^ed  of  a  Saviour  pro- 
duced by  the  power  of  God's  Word 
under  the  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spii  it ; 
and  it  further  demonscrates  tlie  pow- 
erful infiuence  of  a  converted  life,  ail 
of  which  were  used  to  awake  the 
"dreamer"  and  to  bi'iiig  to  his  dark- 
ened mind  "ilie  light  of  truth." 
Here  h  a  tran.slation  of  his  exper- 
ience: 

"1  thank  you  fur  your  kind  in- 
struction about  the  future  course  of 
the  Christian  life  > 

"1  am  now  employed  in  the  Ono 
Hama  Naval  Dock  yard.  There  1 
have  work  to  do  even  on  Sunday, 
and  so  have  been  unable  to  come  to 
Church.  1  am  sure  that  you  are  a 
little  surprised  to  hear  of  my  desire 
to  be  baptized,  and  1  shall  willingly 
tell  you  something  of  my  life  and  ex- 
perience, that  I  may  be  understood 

1  am  the  second  son  of  Natsume,  a 
samurai  at  Osliikuma,  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Musaslii.  When  I  was  seven 
years  old  and  my  brother  was  at  a 
distance,  my  father  died.  Mother, 
instructed  by  my  grandmother,  clever 
and  learned,  had  the  full  responsibili- 
ty of  bringing  up  her  child  by  her- 
self, after  her  husband  had  gone.  She 
was  conservative  and  wished  to  have 


her  son  taught  in  the  CJiinese  litera- 
ture, so,  that,  when  my  brother  ad- 
vi,>!ed  her  to  send  me,  who  had  just 
finished  the  common  high  school 
course,  to  the  conmiercial  school,  she 
resisted,  saying  that  the  boy  ■  who 
could  not  even  read  the  'Four  Books,' 
should  not  learn  the  foreign  language. 
She  was  even  more  opposed  to  Chris- 
tianity, and  was  devoted  to  Buddhism. 
However,!  began  to  st\idy  English 
the  first  time,  by  nece.s,sity,  from  the 
18th  year  of  Meiji,  (1885)  and  while 
studying  it  I  met  with  references  to 
religious  subjects  in  my  books,  which, 
of  course,  I  could  not  understand  at 
all.  In  the  2()th  year  of  Meiji,  (1887) 
I  entered  Mr.  Summer's  school  in 
Tokyo,  and  studied  English.  There 
I  listened  to  lectures  on  the  Bible, 
but  then,  having  not  leiunied  its  im- 
portance, 1  had  no  n:ind  to  believe 
it.  Seeing  the  fac'^  that  there  are 
many  anti-Christians  in  Christendom, 
1  judged  that  it  is  nuich  better  for 
non-believers  to  lead  honest,  right- 
eous and  simple  lives  and  not  care 
about  the  future  at  all  than  to  be- 
lieve in  (-iod  Up  to  this  time  I  had 
always  observed  mother's  words:  'Be 
true  to  your  conscience,'  and  1  had 
not  often  been  reproved  by  her  and 
others.  I  had  always  oppo.-ed  my 
Christian  friends  when  they  adv'sed 
me  to  become  a  Christian,  saying: 
'  That  the  three  commandments,  the 
otii,  9.h,  and  li)th,  in  the  Ten  Com- 
mandiiienls,  are  only  a  portion  of 
virtues  which  1  had  always  observed, 
and  that  the  other  three,  that  is,  the 
6th,  7i.h  and  8ih,  are  those  which  are 
prohibited  by  hmiian  law,  ami  that 
nmie  dare  break  these  except  low 
pei'sons,  and  t^ti  1  concluded  the  re- 
ligion is  important  only  to  uneduca- 
ted people.  Now  I  soon  found  that 
this  was  a  great  error.  I  thought 
that,  al  iiiiugh  1  was  not  a  believer, 
yet  I  ne\er  violated  the  lawh  of  tlie 
government  anti  had  no  compunc- 
tion, and  1  had  not  sinned  against 
uku'hI  precepts.  On  the  other  hand, 
1  knew  that  tlieie  were  many  persons 
among  the  Chri.^tiaus  who  cover  the 
inward  baseness  with  the  \iriuous 
show.  From  tliis  point  of  view,  1 
had  deternrlned  to  be  an  unbeliever 
rather  than  to  be  an  outward  Chris" 
tian.  There  is  no  importance  in  sim- 
ply believing  in  tlie  Bible.  But  rmw 
1  have  discovered  that,  being  veiled 
by  pride,  1  have  bean  wandering  in 
the  dark. 

"In  Dec,  1889,  leaving  Mr  Sum- 
mer's school,  1  came  to  Kobe  to  seek 
a  place  in  business  and  entered  Mr. 
Thomson's  night  school,  where  I 
studied  the  Bihie  and  came  to  utider- 
stand  it  a  little.  From  Oct.,  1890,  I 
removed  to  the  Palmore  institute, 
and  being  at  Dr.  Wainright's  preach- 
ing, by  degrees,  I  realized  its  mean- 
ing. In  the  meanwhile,  1  felt  that 
my  carnal   desire  became  stronger 
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and  that  1  could  no*  govern  niy  dis- 
contented mind  unless  I  siionld  Le 
dependent  upon  Aluiiglity  God.  ]t 
is  now  clear  to  nie  that  my  heart  was 
full  of  foul  tilings,  and  that  the  tilings 
wiiicli  I  considered  ligiit  were  right 
only  before  a  low  standard. 

"In  the  same  bureau,  wliere  1  am 
employed^  there  is  a  i  officer  wiio  was 
a  drunkard,  proud  and  quarrelsome. 
He  used  to  drink  wine  eveiy  day, 
was  intoxicated  in  the  office,  made 
many  mistakes  in  his  business  and 
sometimes  qiiaireled  with  his  fellow 
officers.  Such  a  lEan  is  naturally  de- 
spised by  all.  To  the  wonder,  since 
lasi  April  he  changed  iiis  cond\>ct ;  he 
dix's  iKit  drink  a  drop  of  wine  any 
nmie,  is  cahn  at  his  office  and  kind 
ti)  (libers.  It  cannot  but  e.xcile  liie 
cui  iiisiiy  of  all,  that,  he  who  has  so 
l,,Mo-  yielded  to  temptation,  suddenly 
beais  it  down,  improving  his  former 
beiia\  ior  and  teems  quite  a  diii'ereut 
m.in. 

"Fioin  the  same  motive  I  called  on 
him  and  inquired  of  him  the  cause 
lh;'t  made  him  so  changed,  lie  an- 
swered nie  that  he  had  been  baptized 
early  in  this  year  and  had  become  a 
member  of  the  Tamon  ciuirch,  lliogo. 
'It  is  a  great  wiuider  to  myself,'  added 
lie,  'that  I  have  thus  chaii;,ed,  who 
was  tirnily  seized  by  the  iron  bands 
of  sataii.  1  had  ni>  other  means  than 
to  take  wine,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
pricking  of  my  conscience,  which 
was  the  cause  of  my  contentions  wiiii 
others.  But  1  am  n„w  free  from  his 
grasp,  have  hr.ruKJiiy  in  family,  and 
ail  things  are  pleasant  around  me. 
Above  all  there  is  the  hope  of  the  fu. 
tureliie.  Every  moment  X  can  spare, 
1  read  the  liible  and  try  to  search 
after  its  truth.  This  is  the  highest 
gilt  that  1  can  enjoy  this  side  <if  the 
grave.  J  am  surely  born  again.' 
lie  tirged  me  to  believe  in  God,  to 
repent  of  all  my  sins,  to  seek  a  clean 
heart  atid  to  get  the  hope  of  the  lii- 
ture  life 

It  proves  io  ine'tliat  Christianity  i^ 
a  nujNi  erfiil  intlueme  that  tho.se 
bad  habits  wiiich  he  could  not  im- 
prove tor  many  years,  are  now  giv- 
en up  by  his  coiiverkion,  and  that  he 
is  an  Inniest  and  righteous  man. 

Now  for  the  first  time  the  dreamer 
has  awakened  and  the  light  of  truth 
has  shone  upon  him.  1  will  be  a 
Christian  from  this  very  in  ineiit,  1 
will  repent  of  iny  sins,  1  will  get  a 
clean  heart  and  enjoy  true  happiness 
in  this  world  and  everlasting  life  in 
Heaven. 

Haply  Mr.  Okermura  and  Ka- 
washiina  came  and  told  me  that  they 
would  call  on  the  pastor  in  order  to 
be  baptized.  So  1  have  coine  to  see 
you  with  them." 

Do  vou  wonder,  my  dear  brother, 
that  my  heart  was  stirred  as  1  list- 
ened to  this  recital  from  the  lijis  of 
a  heathen  youih?    It  is  such  things 


as  this  — darkened  sou!-'  opening  to 
the  light —that  cheer  our  hearts  by 
the  way  as  we  labor  for  God  in  tiiese 
lonely  'lands  away  from  home  and 
loved  ones.  Tlie.se  thiuu's  sustain  us 
— they  are  our  meat  ;ind  di  iuk. 

Let  all  w  ho  lead  the  abo\  e  letter 
pray  for  its  author,  that  he  may 
know  the  irutli  and  that  truth  may 
set  him  frje.— IT  E.  IVicnun,  in 
CI  riitian  Adv  icate.

This  month  we  gi\'e  space  to  {\w 
subject  of  tlir  Norfolk  church.  'I'iie 
enterprise  undertaken  by  the  Vir 
ginia  brethren  is  of  very  high  import 
aiice.  It  ;,->  tlK>  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention  to  makt 
known  to  the  brotherhood  it  large, 
that  the  Convention  at  IMarion,  Indi 
ana,  in  1890,  took  oHicial  action  on 
the  subject,  after  prolonged  consider- 
ation and  invesiigatKin  in  a  highly 
interesting  session  ;  ihe  report  of  the 
committee  on  missioiis,  consisting  of 
Rev.  11.  Y  Hush,  Rev.  J.  A.  Mace, 
Rev.  C.  V.  Strickland,  C.d  A.  Sav- 
age, and  Rev.  iMyroii  Tyler,  being 
amendeil,  so  that  the  part  referring 
to  home  mission,  as  adopted,  began 
as  follows:  — 

"homk  WOItK. 

1st.  That  we  approve  the  effort  to 
organize  a  niemori;il  church  in  Nor- 
folk, Virginia,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Kastern  Virguiia  Conference, 
with  Rev.  C.  J.  Jones  as  the  present 
minister,  and  lliat  the  Mission  BoartI 
be  requested  to  aid  this  work,  for 
this  fiscal  year,  by  an  appropriati  'ii 
not  to  exceed  i80(). 

2d.  That  'he  brotherhood  at  large 
be  rcquesied  to  aid  in  tlit^  erection  ol 
a  mciuorial  temple  at  th.-it  place.'' 

I.  This  .".ction  of  the  Coiu  eiifion 
places  the  Norfolk  work  before  the 
brelhreii  at  large  in  the  position  o' 
one  thai  has  oliicial  endorsement.  It 
is  not  a  cry  of  an  individual  church; 
or  an  isolated  minister ;  or  an  unfor- 
tunate congregation  tiiat  began  an 
enterprise  without  geiu'ral  consulla- 
titm,  and  later  on,  getting  into  diffi- 
culties, shrieks  for  'Aclp:  but  it  is  the 
dignified  appeal  for  an  enterprise  tliat 
has  been  approved  by  the  representa- 
tives of  the  various  churches  when  in 
assembly  considering  the  interests  of 
the  cause  at  hirge.  The  Norfolk 
churcli  now  c  mes  before  yon  making 
known  to  you  the  "request"  of  the 
(convention.  In  tiiis  issue  of  the 
Aineriean  Christian,  will  be  found 
articles  from  the  pen  of  Rev.  C  J. 
Jones,  D.  D  ,  which  were  furnished 
at  my  reque.«t,  and  which  are  inser 
ted  without  modification,  or  com- 
ment, save  the  feregoing.

U.ider  the 
steady  pastoral  cai  eof  Brother  Jones, 
the  church  must  prosper. 

111.  Third  point  of  interest  to  our 
breilnen  of  the  North  i.t  tliegeographi 
cal  location  of  Norfolk.  It  is  so  situated 
thut  it  either  is,  or  must  beco.ne,  the 
most  important  commercial  point  on 
our  Atlantic  coast  south  of  Baltiim)re 
"It  has  a  fine  luirbor,  easily  accessi- 
ble and  safe,  admitting  the  largest 
\'essels."  But  no  description  giving 
statistics  or  mentioning  advantages 
can  create  an  impression  equal  to  the 
siglit  of  the  city  itself  with  its  various 
converging  water-ways.  It  is  evi- 
dent, at  a  ulance,  th.it  as  population 
in  the  rural  districts  increases  to  that 
(loint  where  the  enierprising  young 
men  le.ive  ilieir  country  homes  to 
better  their  foriu«es  they  will  crowd 
into  Norfolk  Its  radius  of  attrac- 
tion \\\\\  be  'oiig,  f.ir-reaching.  It  is 
extremely  desirable  tluit  these  young 
men,  going  out  of  oar  country 
churches,  going  into  the  city  r,f  Nor- 
f(dk,  find  there  a  congregation  of  ihe 
Christians  to  welcome  I  hem,  to  fur- 
nish them  a  church  home,  to  furnish 
t'leni  pure  society,  and  to  assist  them 
in  the  beginnings  of  their  business 
efforts.  Besides,  we  need  a  church 
there  to  welcome  them,  in  order  lliat 
their  strength  may  not  be  lost,  by 
their  being  swallowed  by  some  sec- 
tarian organization  We  need  every 
young  man.  Althoujih  it  is  wrong 
to  accept  partisan  names,  it  is  very 
difficult  for  us  to  say  to  these  young 
men.  Stiiy  outside  of  church  orgaii- 
iz  ition  w  hen  you  go  l«  the  city.  Let 
us  then  build  up  there  a  purely  noii- 
sectari  111  church,  adhering  strictly  to 
the  Bible  name,  doctrine  iind  prac- 
tice 

This  is  not  a  call  of  ihe  Secretary 
of  the  Con\cniion.  in  the  usual  plan. 
It  is  only  notice  to  our  people  that 
the  Convention  has  requesteil  them 
to  assist  in  ottering  contributions  to 
the  Norfolk  church  Large  gifts  will 
be  needed  to  accomplish  the  things 
desired.

Ihiioii  Memorial  Cliristiau  Cliurch. 

For  many  years  there  has  been  an 
earnest  and  growing  desire,  upon  the 
part  of  the  brotherhood  North  and 
South  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Christian  church  in  the  city  of  Nor- 
folk, Viisinia.  This  "Beautiful 
City  by  the  Sea"  in  loca'ed  on  a 
point  of  land  which,  a  few  miles  be- 
yond, thrusts  itself  lip  into  the  mouth 
of  (Chesapeake  Bay,  with  Hampton 
Roads  on  the  one  side,  and  the  grand 
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old  All  iiitic  (Jcean  on  the  other.  It 
sttmds  not  only  as  the  gateway  be- 
tween llie  North  and  South,  but  as 
the  natp.r;i!  ouilct  of  the  greitt  South- 
west, and  is  rapidly  piitihing  into 
rank  as  one  of  the  most  important  of 
our  Atlantic  seaports.  Two  years 
ago,  liev.  C.  J  Jones,  D.  D.,  was 
persuaded  to  come  and  make  an  ef- 
fort to  organize  and  build  up  a  Chris- 
liati  church.  During  this  time  God 
has  greatly  bUvssed  ilie  labors  of  all 
coiiL-eriied,  and  though  without  the 
advantages  of  -i  constituency  beyond 
six  or  seven  families,  v  e  have  suc- 
ceeded in  the  organization  with  a 
meinbership  of  one  hundred  and  fit- 
ly, a  largt^  and  prosperous  Sunday 
school,  and  constantly  increasing 
congregations.  Aided  by  the  Eas- 
tern Virginia  Conference,  we  liave 
secured  a  good  location  near  the  cen- 
ter of  the  city,  and  njion  our  lois 
have  erected  a  "plank  chapel"  for 
temporary  use.  Erotii  the  lirtt,  the 
Christian  churches  of  the  North  and 
South  have  nnitedly  b  irne  the  ex- 
pense of  the  mission;  and,  as  will  be 
seen,  tlie  great  work  niulertaken  is 
most  thoroughly  indorsed  by  tiie 
American  Cliristian  Convention.  On 
page  23G  of  (Quadrennial  Book  (1891), 
may  be  read  the  following  resolution : 
"1.  That  we  approve  the  effort  to 
organize  a  Memoiial  church  in  the 
city  of  Norfolk,  Virginia,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Eastern  Virginia 
IJonlerence,  with  Rev  C.  J.  Jones 
as  a  pre.  en t  ininislcr;  and  that  the 
Mission  Board  be  vequested  to  aid 
tliis  work  for  this  fiscal  year  by  an 
appropriation  not  to  exceed  f  800.00. 
That  the  Brc»t!ierhood  at  large  be  ri- 
quested  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  a 
Meuio'ial    Temple   at   I  hat  place." 

These  resolutions  were  ;dopied 
unanimovisly  by  the  ('ons  coiion. 

The  permanent  chur.  ii  biiildinur  is 
;i  necessity  recogniz<'d  Ijy  evei  y  one 
acquainted  with  the  wo  k.  W  e  are 
confide  it  that  we  niii;ht  have  had 
forty  adtlitional  members,  who,  in 
the  absence  of  doctrinal  convictions, 
have  gone  elsewhere  rather  than 
worship  indelinitely  in  the  "slab 
chapel,"  or  h.ariiess  lliemseKes  :o  the 
unknown  expenses  of  new  cliurch 
bnild'ngs.  We  liave  a  very  desirable 
location,  wiiich,  with  adjacent  lots, 
we  own  by  special  donation  of  he  Ea.s- 
tern  Virginia  (Christian  ('onference. 
In  a  united  effort  to  put  up  a  nienior- 
'lal  church  ediiice,  which  shall  stfnd 
iis  a  monument  of  the  grand  re-nnioi» 
of  the  Christian  clinrcl.es  of  Amer- 
ica, after  a  separation  of  thirty-four 
years,  the  churches  of  the  South 
pledge  ?^10, 000.  It  is  estimated  lliat 
the  proposed  edilic*^  (plain,  comiiiodi- 
oiis  and  substantial)  will  cost  ?  n,000. 
LJiider  the  direction  of  a  board  of 
t''uslees  represeuiing  the  Ncn'tli  and 
South,  it  is  proposed  to  issue  this  cir- 
cular letter  to  appeal  to  the  brother- 
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hood  at  large;  and  that  while  any 
amount  will  be  gratefully  received, 
and  the  donor's  nan?e  be  preserved 
in  the  history  of  the  church  and  pub- 
lished in  the  Herald  of  Gospel  Liber- 
ty, and  The  Christian  Sun  ;  to  every 
one  donating  f5.00  or  more,  to  every 
Sunday  school  donating  $5.00  or 
more,  to  every  church  don  itiug  $10  or 
more,  the  donor's  name  will  be  pre- 
served and  published  in  our  church 
papers,  and  in  addition,  a  beautiful 
certificate  will  be  forwarded  to  each. 
The  board  of  trustees  consists  of 
thirteen  of  the  leading  ministers  and 
successful  business  men  of  the  North 
and  South.  The  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  tlie  board— Col.  Alex- 
ander Savage,  is  one  of  the  most 
successful  businessmen  in  the  South, 
and  upon  his  board  of  reference  may 
be  seen  tlie  bank  presidents  of  the 
city  of  Norfolk.  All  moneys  contri- 
buted will  be  sent  to  him  and  be  un- 
der exclusive  control  of  the  board  of 
trus:ees. 

The  investment  is  a  perfectly  safe 
one,  as  city  property  is  constantly 
increasing  in  value,  and  ii  is  ques- 
tionable if  there  is  any  other  work  of 
the  general  church  which  assures  sucii 
rich  results  as  this  in  cementing  the 
unity  of  llie  church  and  inspiring  the 
hosts  of  our  Zion,  North  and  South, 
in  addition  to  the  great  importance  of 
the  work  itself. 

De.\r  Friends:  -  We  appeal  to  you 
to  fall  into  line,  and  to  the  extent  of 
your  aliliiy,  respond.  To  a  few, 
monuments  are  erected  after  death. 
Their  eyes  never  look  .ipon  the  shaf, 
or  column ;  the  blessed  consciousness 
of  noLlest  work  grandly  accomplished 
comes  too  Lite.  Let  us  Luild  our 
monument  while  we  live,  and  lift  up, 
by  the  united  effort  of  thousands  o' 
willing  hands,  tliis  temple —this  Union 
JMemcri.u,  Chiustian  Chukcm  in  the 
City  of  Norfolk

The  above  circular  letter,  sent  out 
to  the  general  brotherhood,  suffici- 
ently sets  forth  the  nature  and  design 
of  the  work  undertaken  in  the  city 
of  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  it  leaves  but 
little  to  be  said  relative  to  the  mag- 
nitude and  importance  of  the  work. 
It  is  well  that  our  brethren  should 
understand  that  the  cut  of  a  church 
which  heads  the  circular  letter,  is 
not  the  building  proposed  as  the 
"Union  Memorial  Christian  Church," 
but  simply  indicates  the  nature  of  the 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged. 
When  the  writer  made  che  sugges- 
tion that  the  work  at  Norfolk  be 
made  a  memorial  of  the  reunion  of 
the  Christains  North  and  South,  it 
was  received  with  marked  favor  by 
our  brethren  in  every  section  of  the 
country;  and  the  additional  thought, 
that  the  permanent  church  building 
be  made  the  result  of  the  contribu- 
tions of  tiie  brotherhood  generally, 
and  bs  known  as  the  "Union  Memo- 
rial Christian  Ciuirch,"  of  Norfolk, 
Va.,  it  was  accepted  even  more  favor 
ably.  In  making  our  appeal  to  the 
Christian  churches  of  America,  we 
remember  that  each  local  church  is 
at  the  present  time  burdened  witii 
its  current  expenses  and  the  general 
collections,  but  tlii.-!  is  just  as  true  of 
all  our  Southern  churches,  as  of  the 
Northern;  and  yet  we  must  recognize 
the  fact  that  if  this  noble  enterprise 
is  to  be  a  success,  we  must  each  con- 
sent to  add  an  amount,  which,  though 
in  itself  small,  will,  in  the  aggregate, 
secure  the  end.  Having  visited  our 
churches  North  and  South  exten- 
sively, I  am  prepare  1  to  say,  that 
when  the  churches  in  the  South 
pledge  themselves  to  raise  $-10,000, 
they  assume  a  burden  very  much 
uiore  than  our  brethren  of  the  North 
would  in  proposing  to  r  .ise  $50,000. 
And  yet,  our  Southern  brethren 
have  not  only  pledge  1  themselves  to 
raise  ^^10,000,  but  also  st;ind  pledgeil 
not  to  take  a  dollar  of  the  freewill 
offering  of  the  North  out  of  tlie  bimk 
until  the  $10,000  freewill  offering  of 
the  South  is  all  secured  The  North 
and  South  have  been  thus  far  united, 
not  only  in  the  organization,  but  al- 
so in  sustaining  the  Christian  church 
of  Norfolk,  Va.  Nov,-,  by  unite  1 
effort,  let  us  each  chee-fully  contri- 
bute our  part,  and  by  united  effort 
put  up  this  monument  of  our  unity 
and  fraternal  co-operation  -  "Union 
Meniorial  Christiati  Church"  edilic 
—and  by  that  time,  under  the  bless 
ing  of  Cod,  we  trust  the' organization 
here  will  not  only  be  able  to  meet 
idl  its  current  expenses,  but  also  add 
its  part  to  tlie  general  work  of  the 
body.  The  members  and  officers  of 
the  board  of  trustees  are  in  them- 
selves au  abundant  guarantee  that 
every  d.)llar  contributed  for  this  pitr- 
pose  will  be  s'rictly  accounted  for, 
reporte.l  and  wisely  expended.

and  to  look  after  libraries  which  are 
good,  so  that  you  will  be  able  to 
make  proper  recommendations  at  our 
next  convention,  that  these  recom- 
mendations may  be  based  on  your 
knowledge  of  the  merit  in  those  works 
of  Sunday  School  Literature;  also 
prejjare  any  subject  which  you  wish 
discussed  before  the  convention,  and 
send  said  subject  to  the  undersigned 
or  to  Bro.  J.  M.  Turner,  Big  Falls, 
N.  C,  so  that  it  may  appear  in  the 
program. 

Letters  have  been  sent  to  all  Sun 
day  schools  in  the  convention,  also 
to  the  ministers  belonging  to  the  con- 
vention. It  is  hoped  th.it  every  school 
will  revive  its  work  speedily;  equip 
itself  well  with  our  own  literature; 
and  then  when  thoroughly  revived 
and  well  equipped,  let  both  old  and 
young,  rich  and  poor,  church  mem- 
bers and  non-church  mejibers,  one 
and  all  press  the  great  work  forward! 
Let  the  watchword  of  every  school  be 
"Onward  Christian  soldier,"  and  the 
unconverted,  both  old  and  young,  will 
come  in  and  he  taught  of  Jesus. 

Two  classes  of  individuals  are  mem- 
bers of  the  convention  by  virtue  of 
their  offices,  viz. :  Sunday  school 
superintei  dents  and  ministers,  i.  e. 
ministers  belonging  to  the  North  Car- 
olina and  Virginia  Christian  Con- 
ference. 

Pastors,  see  that  every  church  in 
your  charge  has  a  Sunday  school  su- 
perinteuclent,  see  that  your  teachers 
ai-e  faithful  to  tlie  trust  made  to  theui, 
and  see  tliat  youi  scholars  are  regu- 
lar. Bring  the  work  of  the  conven- 
tion before  your  schools,  and  urge 
them  to  respond  fully  to  all  the  re- 
quests and  demands  made  upon  theui; 
both  tina'icially  and  in  sending  dele- 
gates. 

The  next  session  of  the  convention 
will  be  held  with  the  Christian  church 
at  New  Providence,  (^(xraham)  Ala- 
mance Co.,  N.  C,  beginning  on 
Tuesday  before  the  4th  Sunday  in 
July  (July  19,  1892).

IVew  England  Matters. 

Last  winter  a  Protestant  Episco- 
pal D.  D.,  in  a  city  adjoining  Boston, 
resigned  his  pastorate,  and  renounced 
the  church  and  joined  the  Catholics. 
He  had  been  high  church,  but  wanted 
to  go  a  little  higher.  Now,  the  Bos- 
ton papers  report  his  returi*  to  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  church.  He 
seems  to  have  got  all  the  Catholicism 
he  wanted  in  a  very  short  time. 

There  are  many  import  uit  Chris- 
tian churches  in  want  of  pastors 
The  cities  of  Manchester  and  Ports- 
mouth in  N.  H.;  Millbridge  Maine, 
and  se/eral  others  in  different  parts 
of  New  England. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett's  article  in  the 
Herald  nf  Gospel  Liberty  a  few  weeks 
ago,  ha  I  the  right  ring  to  it,  and 
pleased  many  New  Engl  mders. 

Most  all  the  cities  and  tow^ns  in 
Mai-sichu.'-el ts  have  had  their  spring 
election.  W'e  have  local  option  in 
this  state.  On  the  question,  "Shall 
the  s  lie  of  liquor  Le  licensedr'  more 
than  seven-eights  voted  "No.''  In 
so, lie  towns  only  one  man  voted  for 
license.  In  a  few  towns  they  were 
nearly  equally  divided.  Boston  has 
not  voted  yet.  That  city  will  proba- 
bly go  for  rum.  It  li  is  1  ecu  .o  ruin- 
cnrsed  city  fur  a  louy.-  lime.  But  if 
tho^e  who  f  ,vor  iirohihii ion  increases 
as  imicli  ibis  year  as  they  did  last 
ye  r,  there  is  an  even  chance  for  the 
city  to  go  "dry"  this  year.  It  is 
ihoiiich!  ill  t  the  prohii  ition  vote  is 
so  large  in  tli(^  static  that  it  may  have 
a  "ood.  intliu  lice  on  llosloii.  Such  a 
result  wo  lid  pi-o  luce  q  ii;e  a  com  iio- 
liou  .It  tiic  "Hub,  '  and  ,!iuc,h  joy  in 
many  families.  So  long  ;;s  poliiical 
parties  are  rum-riile.l,  ihi'.  cau&e  of 
prohibition  will  advance  very  slowly, 
if  all  the  clergy  had  the  piety  and 
pluck  of  the  D.  I),  of  New  York,  the 
saloon  would  have  to  go.  There  are 
many  church  iiieiiibers  now  who 
would  vote  for  a  drinking  iiilidel,  if 
nominated  by  their  poli.'al  party, 
rather  than  vote  for  a  Christian  Pro- 
hibitionist, not  nominated  by  their 
party.  A  New  England  man  told 
me  not  long  since  that  if  his  party 
noniiiialed  the  devil  for  an  office  he 
would  vote  for  him.  Political  parties 
don't  do  that,  but  they  sometimes 
nominate  his  lieutenants.  The  man 
I  have  referred  to  was  a  suiclly  tem  - 
perance man.    The  go^'crnment  sus- 


tains the  liquor  traffic,  and  the  liquor 
traffic  curses  the  church  and  the 
world.    Isn't  that  so  ?

pungent,  personal  element;  for  in- 
stant means  to  come  in  upon  them — • 
the  failing  to  do  this  in  season  and 
out  of  season  gives  a  snack  of  world- 
liuess to  the  sermon.  The  toning 
down  truth  to  suit  the  tastes  of  the 
congregati.m  is  a  worldly  symptom  of 
a  grevious  form.  The  failure  to  re- 
buke worldliuess  in  tlie  pew  in  an  ar- 
raigning and  convicting  form,  is  to  be 
worldly.  If  the  pulpit  has  any  alloy 
of  self,  any  desire  for  reputation,  anv 
desire  for  money,  x^opularity,  or 
praise,  it  is  to  that  degree  worldly ; 
for  these  are  unmistakable  symptoms 
of  worldliness.

When  we  were  returning  home  tint 
afternoon,  a  cart  full  of  us,  for  the 
family  had  not  been  broken  then, 
we  met  our  dear  father  wlio  had  been 
housekeeper  all  day,  and  who  had 
walked  up  the  road  a  bit  to  meet  us, 
and  when  our  little  brother  called  to 
him,  "O  father,  sister  got  religion 
to-day,"  I  ielt  like  gohig  througli 
the  cart  bottom,  the  :o..d  bottom, 
and  the  lowest  botto:n,  if  I  could 
have  got:  to  it.  Ashamed  of  my  re- 
ligion because  it  was  a  .sham!  1  am 
glad  1  was  ashamed  (jf  it.  I  hope 
everybody  else  who  has  a  mock-re- 
ligion will  be  ashamed  of  it,  and  I 
have  to  tell  you  tliat  I  bore  this 
shame  for  a  number  of  years,  for 
like  every  other  wrong  step  in  early 
life,  it  was  h  ird  to  get  rid  of.

Believing  as  I  do,  1  do  not  hesiitate 
to  say  that  the  greatest  drawback  to 
the  church  to-day  is  tilling  it  up  with 
unconverted  members.  Somepreacli- 
ers  think  they  must  add  to  the  groAvth 
of  the  church  or  their  labors  (look)  in 
vain.  Better  their  labor  be  in  vain 
tlnn  the  religion  (?)  of  their  chiu'ch 
members.  As  a  seedsman  tests  the 
geiniinem  ss  of  his  grain  before  s.mhI- 
ing  them  out  to  customers,  1  have 
tested  the  weight  of  this  statement, 
and  feel  a  guarantee  in  recommend- 
ing the  truth  and  condemning  the 
false.  "Oh,"  somebjdy  n:ay  say, 
"your  case  is  an  exception."  It  is 
an  exce^ition  in  thi?  way ;  1  n  ended 


it  before  it  was  too  late.  Others  go 
on,  and  on,  stopping  at  last  at  the 
grave.  No;  my  case  is  only  one  in 
many  thousand,  and  bad  as  it  was,  is 
not  nearly  so  bad  as  others  I  know- 
In  view  of  this  fact  I  feel  a  greater 
depression  at  the  close  of  a  revival 
than  rejoicing.  I  feel  that  so  many 
have  been  persuaded  that  they  were 
converted,  that  I  wonder  if  the  church 
is  not  poorer  since  the  revival  than  it 
was  before.  I  am  every  inch  a 
Methodist  till  it  comes  to  taking  peo- 
ple in  the  church  with  the  old  hea'-t 
on.  "Ye  must  be  born  again,"  and 
whoever  fails  of  this  fails  of  the 
whole.  Preachers,  preach  regenera- 
tion! If  your  church  don't  grow 
large  it  will  grow  better.

Dr.  Wiliielm  l^o  iC,  of  Hermsdoif, 
near  Dre.xlen,  has,  in  the  Ch rintliche 
Wdt,  conclu;led  a  series  of  nine 
lengthy  articles,  in  which,  at  the 
hands  of  an  overwhelming  abundance 
of  ofhcial  statisties,  he  demonstrates 
that  Germany  most  emphatically  lias 
an  alcohol  quest-on  to  be  solved.  It 
IS  doubtful  whether  ever  before  the 
terrible  facts  in  the  c  ise  have  been 
marshalled  ;is  tlie  writer  has  done 
them  here.  In  concluding  he  gives 
in  a  summary  outline  some  of  his 
results.    He  says: 

"  riie  prej)  ;r  ition  (of  alcoholic  in- 
toxicants) robs  us  year  by  year  of 
sixteen  million  double  hundred- 
weights ol  grain,  twenty  million 
double  bun  Ire  Iweights  of  potatoes, 
twenty-seven  uiillioii  double  hundred- 
weights of  coal,  and  many  other  use- 
ful articles.     It  robs  us,  in  other 


words,  of  the  harvest  of  1^779',000 
hectors,  whose  rye  value  would  be 
380,000,000  marks;  it  robs  every 
iniiabitant  of  66i  pounds  of  bread 
each  year.  It  robs  us  of  the  -work- 
ing power  of  one  man  out  of  every 
sixteen;  on  its  battlefields  we  find 
each  year  6,343  wounded  (lunatics, 
niur  lerers,  etc  )  and  223  dead.  The 
druiik  bill  last  ye^r  robs  us  o  t  2,000,- 
000,000  marks,  of  which  we  pay  60,- 
000,000  marks  to  foreigners,  it  makes 
each  year  32,000  paupers  to  be  sup- 
ported by  the  State  and  by  charity ; 
takes  4,235  German  men  each  ye  ir 
into  the  involuntary  iniprisonme  it  of 
the  working  colonies,  and  endless 
numbers  of  men,  wo.i.eii  and  child- 
ren into  other  charitable  institutions. 
At  lowest  estimate  fully  1,333,000 
German  men  are  shortening  their 
lives  tin'ougli  these  intoxi.ants; 
1,600  become  suicides  each  year  from 
the  same  cause,  1,300  arc  injured  by 
.accidents,  30,000  lose  their  min  is, 
and  1.50,000  become  transgi'essors  of 
.he  hiw.  Is  there  a  (lerman  alcohol 
question?"
